Secretary Lansing Declines 
to Make Comment on 
Reports 


MARINA CASE IS 
THOUGHT SERIOUS 


Less Importance Is Attached 
to Sinking of Rowan- 
more 


PRESIDENT WHLSON 
ASKS FOR DETAILS 
(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
LONG BRANCH, N.J., Oct. 30. 
President Wilson, when inform- 
ed today of the sinking of the 
British stearnship Marina by a 
submarine, without warning, with 
the probable loss of American 
lives, immediately directed that 
he be supplied with all details aa 
they come to the state department 
at Washington, The president 
would make no statement pend- 
ing the receipt of full details. 


WASHINGSON, Oct. 30,—-Prelimin- 
ery reports of the sinking by German 
submarines of the British steamers 
Marima and Rowanmore, partly man- 
:ed by Americans, ‘were too incom- 
plete tonight to enable officials at the 
slate department to form an opinioa 
as to whether there had been a vio- 
ation of neutral rights or of pledgos 
wiven the United States by Germany. 


Seeretary Lansing declined to com- 
ment, further than to admit that the 
lcports appeared mere serious than 


the usual routine despatches announ?- 
ing the destruction of belligerent me-- 
chantmen, und that full information 
would be awaited with interest. 

On its face ,the case of the Marina 
reported by Consul Frost at Queens- 
town, presents the gravest situation 
that has arisen since the sinking of 
the channel liner Sussex, whieh 
brought the American and German 
Lovernments to the verge of a break 

Although he cautioned that his in- 
formution Was “purely provisional,” 
the consul cabled that the Marina, a 
“horse transport with « mixed crew 
of British ant Americans,” was re- 
ported sunk without warning by Ger- 
man submarine gun fire, 100 miles 
west of Cape Clear ,and that seventy 
of the crew of 104 4ene missing. 

Until fuller reports come from Con- 
sul Frost, no steps will be taken by the 
state department. 

Comparatively little Importance 
attached to the case of the Rowan- 
more, becaiise it is admitted that the 
vessel attempted to escape, and only 
stopped after fleeing for fifty min- 
utes and having her steering gear 
shot away.

BASEBALL FRATERNITY SENDS 
ULTIMATUM TO COMMISSION 


President David L. Fultz Sends Official List of Requests to National 


Coinmission and National Board of Arbitration—Want Uncon- 


ditional Release to Immediately Free Players 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—The official 
list of requests, which virtually means 
an ultimatum, made by the Baseball 
Players’ Fraternity to the national 
commission and the national board of 
arbitration for concessions to its mem- 
bers, was outlined today by President 
Fultz, of the fraternity, as 


any, presented by the fraternity be re- 
turned to it if requested. That the 
board shall enforce its award against 
the clubs.” 

In a brief supporting the fraternity’s 
petition, President Fultz, acting for 
the board of directors, says in part, 
referring to minor league players 

“When a class AA or class A player 
receives a five days’ notice of uncon- 
ditional release, he must be free to 
sign with any team immediately, the 
contract to run from the expiration of 
his notice of release. 

“This section permits a player who 
has received notice of his unecondi- 
tional release to immediately negoti- 
ate for his services, so that by expira- 
tion of the relase period he will have
